The Federal Government on April 
9 announced a= 25-cent-a-pound 
price-support program for beef and 
a spokesman said the provinces 
have agreed to relinquish livestock 
marketing responsibility. 

The Federal floor, basis delivery 
of “good” quality steers at Toronto, 
is expected to stabilize beef at ap 
proximately current prices, from 
producer to consumer. The floor 
fluctuates on grades and at differ 
ent points across Canada. 
| Experts disclosed that the Federal! 
marketing plan evisioned “market 
|ing direction” to prevent a possible 
| pile-up of beef surplus in any loca! 
market and to channel “even 
tribution” across the country, Pack 
ers. will likely be asked to cut 

livestock purchases to actual need 

if they want the Federa! floor price 
| Under the plan, the Government 
| Will agree to purchase surplus beet 
| which the packers cannot sell at 
| the fixed price. Federal officials are 
|/now searching for possible foreign 
outlets if a surplus develops.

WHAT DETERMINES THE NATURE. 
OF OUR SOILS? 


Soils differ greatly in their natur. 
al state. Some are very fertile, oth. 
ets have to be improved before | 
crops can be grown on them suc- 
cessfully, while still others are un- | 
suitable for agricultural use due to 
their low fertility or due to undes. | 
Irable physical conditions. These 
different soils are not in their pres- 
ent condition by some haphazard 
arrangement but have formed over 
the centuries as a result of the in- 
fluence of a number of factors. 

The chief factors which determine 
the nature of our soils are the phy- 
sical and chemical nature of the 
mineral materials which have aris- 
en geologically, local drainage con- 
ditions, climate, vegitation, and the 
activity of micro organisms. The 
combined action of these has pro- 
duced layers in the soil which have 
developed can often be related to 
the age of the soil or the length of 
time the mineral materials have 
been exposed to weathering. 

Some characteristics of the soil 
can be definitely related to on or 
more of these factors, For example, 
the deficiencies of some minerals 
and excesses of others in the soil 
have been inherited from the ori- 
ginal mineral material, while the 
organic matter and nitrogen con 
tent can be related to climate and 
vegitation or to natural drainage 
conditions,

soils is greatly changed by cultiva- 
tion. Some soils are greatly im- 
proved by cultivation and crop pro. 
duction, while others may be lower.

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NO PICK UP IN LABOUR 
DEMAND HAS OCCURRED 


The Hon. Milton Gregg issued the 
following statement on the employ- 
ment situation last week: 


Many workers are being released 
from logging camps in Eastern 
Canada as the cutting season ends, 
Employment in Eastern Canada 
logging dropped by 7,000 a week in 
February and by 8,000 in the first 
week in) March. Meanwhile, no 
marked pick-up in labour demand 
has occurred in any region except 
British Columbia, On the west coast 
the hiring by logging, mining, and 
construction firms is rapidly rising. 

The number of people looking for 
work continued to rise slowly dur- 
ing the first half of March. At 
March 13, workers registered with 
the National Employment Service 
totalled 377,700, an increase of 6,800 
since February 28, 1952. There were 
increases in every region except 
Ontario and the Pacific. 

Nevertheless employment in heavy 
industry and in defence-connected 
industries continued to be main. 
tained with an increasing demand 
for apparatus, shoe and leather 
products industries. No improve. 
ment occurred in primary textiles, 
while secondary textiles, particular. 
ly men’s clothing, showed signs of 
revival, With relatively high inven. 
tories still held by clothing retail- 
ers and manufacturers, any in- 


creased activity will take some time 
to be reflected to the primary tex- 
tile industry. 

In the aggregate, there was not 
much change in the employment 
situation in the prairie regions. The 
small increase in unemployment 
appears to be due to western meat 
packing firms reducing employment 
because of the hoof and mouth epi- 
demic, and to wood-cutting being 
almost completed in some areas. 
Prairie industries were generally ac- 
tive and farm employment was 
picking up. At Edmonton, the un- 
employment is declining as work 
gets underway on the extensive 
construction projects planned there 
this year. Workers registered with 
the N.E.S. at March 13, stood at 
49,100 as compared with 48,300 at 
March 28, the increase having tak- 
en place in the Port Arthur areas.

Water power developed totalled

Present plans call for 2,400,000 ad 
ditional horsepower to be brought 
into operation within the next two 
years.

Wass at Maclean, Saskatchewan 
inspected by a government veterin 
arian as early as December 2, the 
writers point out. But no laboratory 
test for foot and mouth disease was 
made—only field tests. The article 


says that if lab tests had been per- | 


formed at the time the virus could 
have been pursued “with far greater 
hope of complete success.” 

Government vets believed the 
sick animals had a different dis- 
ease—stomatitus,—and stuck to this 
belief although, the writers say, 
there is evidence that private veter 
inarians urged fuller diagnosis. 

The Maclean's article pointed out 
that the two government depart 
ments were involved— one employ: 
ing veterinarians and one employ: 
ing laboratory scientists. A lack of 
liason between the two, was par- 
tially responsible for the delay. 

The article also charges the de 
partment of immigration with fail. 
ing “to take precautions against the 
introduction of animal diseases 
from outside Canada.” 

It points out that only eight dis- 
eases from outside are considered 
possible weapons in bacteriological 
welfare and all are animal diseases. 


HORSES IN ALBERTA 

There were 30,000 fewer horses in 
Alberta at December 31, 1951 than 
at the same date the previous year, 
according to results of a recent 
survey released by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. Present figures 
show 202,200 head, compared with | 
272,100 a year ago. } 

The peak horse population in Al- 
berta was in 1921 when 916,500 | 
head were reported. 
the acreage under cultivation has 
increased from 11,597 to more than 
20,000,000 acres since that time, the 
number of horses on farms has 
steadily declined. Even this com- 
parison does not indicate the extent 
to which horses have been replaced 
on farms by tractors. Many horses 
at present on farms serve only utili- 
ty roles. The principle 
farm equipment now purchased 
cannot be drawn or operated with 
horse power, 

In the past few years many hors- 
es have been slaughtered to provide 
animal and human food. A rise in 
the price offered for both slaughter 
and work horses in 1951 would indi. 
cate a reduced supply in relation to | 
the demand. This is given further 
point by the fact that an estimated 
6.510 mares will foal in 1952, com- 
pared to 6,190 a year ago.

As a result the Institute has 
listed seven reasons why western 
farmers should not grow it. They 
are:— 

1, Fort is of much lower quality 
for malting than the present stand. 
ard varieties O.A.C. and Montcalm. 

2. When threshed it cannot be dis- 
tinguished from Montcalm. 

3. If grown in Canada it will get 
mixed with the good malting bar- 
ley varieties and thus reduce the 
quality. 

4. The American market, just be. 
ginning to recognize high quality 
of Canadian blue barley, may be 
lost. 

5. If licensed, it can't be segregar. 
ed to any area in Canada, and be 
ing a new variety it may be ex- 
ploited in the good barley areas. 

6. In Ontario and Quebec where 
it is said to be well adapted agrono- 
mically, it would destroy the 2,000. 
000 bushels malting market. 

7. Admitting it would be betrer 
agronomically in the Maritimes, 
this area produces only 1.2 percent 
of the barley in Canada. Central 
Canada produces 11.5 percent and 
the Prairies about 87.5 percent.

An unusual problem has cropped 
up for old timers who know how 
old they are—but can’t prove it. 

With the introduction of the new 
old age pension plans, applicants 
must be able to prove they are in 
the eligible age group. In this mod- 
ern day of efficient birth registra- 
tion, proof of age is no problem. 
But it was a different problem 70 
years ago. 

Many of the old timers came from 


) the Ukraine or from behind what 


is now known as the Iron Curtain. 
where it would be almost imposs- 
ible to obtain a copy of their birth 
certificates if any existed. Many oth- 
ers came from eastern Canada and 
in some cases find their births 
were never registered; others were 
born in the United States where no 
general system of birth registration 
was introduced until recent years. 

But the Vital Statistics Division 
of the Department of Public Health 
has found the solution to many of 
these problems on the top shelf in 
its record room. Gathering dust and 
filed away where it was thought 
they would never be used again are 
the early marriage records for Al- 
berta. 

“Old timers who were born in Al- 
berta should have no trouble prov: 
ing their age,” says A. Packford, 
Deputy Registrar General. “We have 
records for births as far back as 
1885. When the province was form. | 
ed in 1905, we took over all records | 

| for our part of the North-West Ter- | 


| Mr. Packford explained that| 
many old timers from Europe, east- 
ern Canada and the United States, 
| Who are now having difficulty prov. 
ling their age, also can find their | 
| solution in the Vital Statisties Di- 


“Although many of the old timers 
were not born in Alberta, they may | 
have been married here,” stated | 
Mr. Packford. “When the certificates | 
were made out, their ages appear: 
ed on our records, This is proof 
enough to qualify for old age pen- 
sions.” 

At the present time, more than a 
dozen requests for copies of mar- 
riage records are received by the di- | 
vision daily. The original records | 
are no longer on the top shelf, but 
have been moved down within easy 
reach of the busy staff. 

Anyone married in Alberta who 
requires proof of their age should 
write to Vital Statistics Division, 
Department of Public Health, Alber- 
ta Jasper Building, Edmonton. The 
full names of the couple, place of 


| marriage and the approximate date 


of the marriage should be included 
with inquiries. |

If you plan to use any of the mer. 
curial compounds to treat your seed 
grain, you will be well advised to 
do this well in advance of the seed- 
ing date. The minimum time that 


Y “- 


should elapse between treatment 
and seeding is as follows: wheat | 
3 days, oats and barley 7 days. Ap- 
parently this fact is not known by 
some people. 

Last year we had occasion to see 
some crops that had been treated 
with a mercurial dust. The crop was 
very smutty and upon enquiry we 
discovered that the seed was treated 
and sown either the same day or 
the following day. Our advice is 
that whether you use Ceresan, Ley- 
tosan or Panogen, treat your seed 
as outlined above. |

SEED DRESSING 
If there is evidence or suspicion 
that there are wireworms in the 
soil it may be wise to take an added 
precaution. The seed can be treated 
against this pest as well, and Mer- | 
gamma-C, Abol, and Lindane can 
be used to very good advantage. 
Mergamma:-C is a combination 
dry treatment for both seed-borne 
diseases as well as wire worms.

WARBLE TIME AGAIN 


In spite of the trouble and loss 
caused by warble flies in Alberta, 
only one fifth of the million and a 
half cattle in this province were 
treated for warbles last year, W. 
Lobay, Supervisor of Crop Protec- 
tion, Alberta Department of Agri- 
culture, reports that splendid work 
is being done by a number of or 
ganizations, but there is still room 
for improvement. In some cases Ag 
ricultural service boards are pro 
viding the leadership; in others, lo- 
cal organizations of farmers are do 
ing the job themselves. In the ran- 
ching areas individual power spray. 
ers are in operation and annual 
spraying for warbles is cqnsidered 
part of the regular program. 

An example of farmer organiza- 
tion is reported from Clive, where 
a very active association exists, This 
association Was organized about 
five years ago with a membership 
of 33 farmers, each of whom contri- 
buted towards purchase of a power 
sprayer. Later. 50 more farmers 
joined the association. A man is 
hired to travel from farm to farm to 
spray cattle within an area” ten 
miles square. His equipment con- 
sists of a tractor, small trailer, and 
a portable corral Which holds from 
eight to ten cattle ata time 

The charge for spraying is fifteen 
cents per head for members, and 
twenty cents per head for non mem. 
bers. The operator is paid at the 
rate of ten cents per head to spray 
the cattle. and he furnishes every- 
thing except the sprayer, the port 
able corral and the powder. From 
3.500 to 4.000 cattle a year are us 
ually sprayed as a result of the ef 
forts of the association.

TRACTORS AND FIRE 

Fire insurance figures continue to 
show that tractors” still remain 
something of a “bad-man" on 
many farms. And there is no rea- 
son Why this should be if a few 
simple precautions are observed. 

Here are a few pointers to take 
the fire risk out of tractors: 

1. Keep the tractor well serviced. | 
The chief fire hazard are mufflers, — 
gasoline lines and the ignition sys- 
tem. 

2. Under no circumstances do any 
repair work to a tractor in a build 
ing where fire could do extensive 
damage. Distance is the greatest | 
protection and the cheapest. A mini- 
mum distance is 80 feet from any | 
main building. Flaming gasoline | 
spreads rapidly and much material | 
around a farm is often inflamm.- 
able. 

3. Combustible material on the 
tractor or nearby can be a serious | 
fire risk. Chaff can accumulate on | 
the engine, pile up on the muffler | 
or get sufficiently in contact with 
heated parts to cause a flash fire. | 
In starting the engine it may back 
fire and ignite inflammable mater. 
ial nearby. 

4. Drive the tractor around the 
farm with the same care and atten. | 
tion given to driving a car on a 
crowded road, 

To sum up the experts’ advice: 
use good judgement at all times 
and the farm tractor will no long 
er be a possible fire hazard.
